A LADY WHO WAH aCALPED ar ACCIDENT, UNDER­

rctX T — NO SIMILAR CASB ON RECORD. 


Tho Waterbury (Conn.) American contains 
an account of successful surgery that is worthy 
of notice. 
It Is the case of Miss Hattie Thom­ 
as, who more than a year ago, while in Hie 
employment of Edwin Smith, a manufacturer 
of buttons in Naugatuck, had her hair torn 
completely oil her head from the nape of the 
neck to the forehead, including one eyebrow 
and a part of one ear, by being caught in a 
revolving shaft. 
The wound was worse than 
the scalping by tho Indian, who merely cut a 
circle of three or four inches diameter about 
the crown,nnd leaves his victim tonsured like 
a Roman Catholic monk or friar. 
Such ca*cs 
of scalping are on record in which the loss of 
tile natural head covering was supplem rite I 
by an artificial toujiee. 
But In this cam' the 
exposure of the entire skull threatened death 
by exhaustion Induced by suppuration. 
The 
American of that place says: 
At the time, it was supposed the victim of 
the horrid maiming could survive the * hock 
but u Hliort time, and if she recovered from 
th* shock to ber nervous system, ber life would 
Ik* but of short duration, as she could not long 
stand the agony of the pain from the wound 
nor the drain upon her constitution by the 
suppuration that must Inevitably take place, 
Dr. 8. C. Bartlett, then of Naugatuck, but now 
residing in Waterbury, who was in almost con 
slant attention upon the sufferer, found that 
she was likely to rally from the first til eels of 
die accolent. 
He, therefore, determined to 
resort to the process of ‘ skin-grafting,” dis 
covered attorn three jeara ago by M. Reverdin 
of Paris as a means of saving the life of his 
patient. 
About six or seven weeks after the 
accident, when the wouud had been brought 
into a healthy state by suppuration, the ex 
periment was tried, the patient herself furnish 
ing the first‘‘seed skin” from lier arm. 
The 
method of removing the skin required is. airn 
ply to clasp the piece between the thumb and 
finger, raising it up, and clipping off with 
knife or Hissers. 
This first attempt was a sue 
cess, and greatly encouraged Hie doctor, w ho 
continued the experiment, still taking the 
“seed skin” from the ann of Miss Thomas, but 
die excessive discharge from the head wound, 
and the additional drain from the new wounds, 
necessitated t.y the removal of the skin, made 
it absolutely necessary that the doctor procure 
bis supply of “seed ■..in” from oilier sources 
Miss Gibson, ber faithful Hurst' anil particular 
friend before aud after the accident, volunteer­ 
ed to furnish the next supply, aud wbeu this 
lady was exhausted, and the experiment coo- 
tiuued to show every indication of success, the 
doctor mutilated his own ann for the benefit 
of his patient and Hie elucidation of science. 
Aud not the least noteworthy circumstance is 
that a number of the young lady friends of 
Miss Thomas dune forward und volunteered to 
furnish as far as they could whatever new ma­ 
terial was needed. 
Thus the doctor, at vari­ 
ous times and from different persons', took 
aixty-fonr pieces of “seed skin,” varying in 
size—the larger pieces Itelng sufficient to cov­ 
er a silver half dollar. 
These large pieces 
vert', in some instances, divided and subdi­ 
vided, so that the number of separate pieces 
applied to tile wound amounted to at least one 
hundred and fifty. 
These pieces of healthy 
akin, thus transplanted, would soon grow and 
extend from one piece to another, until, after 
the lapse of time, tho pieces would Join each 
other und shoot out until (be margin of the 
wound was reached, and in this manner the 
bead had become entirely covered with a new 
growth of skin. 
All kinds of wounds heal 
from the margin and not from the center, and 
the growth from the old skin in this case, ail 
round from the back of the neck to the eye­ 
brows, has been only shout an inch iu twelve 
Months, 
lf this “grafting” or 'transplanting" 
had not been resorted to, tho wound would 
have remained a miming sore and soon ex­ 
hausted the life of the victim. 


On examining the head the action of nature 
•an Is; seen in the development of new blood 
vessels or veins, winch branch out and unite 
with each other, the original “seedskin” fomi- 
h>g no impediment to the growth of the veins. 
he development of veins and blood vessels 
k!so indicates a healthy action of the skin. 
It is doubtful if a case so remarkable is on 
record, lf the experiment proves to be as 
euccessful as present Indications promise, the 
■“ll of Dr. Bartlett will Ire,as profitable to him

About Cisterns. 
A distinguished physician, who has long 
and carefully tee!od the subject, writes thus: 
“Hard water for cooking is bad. 
Many 
vegetables are Dearly spoiled by being cooked 
in it; and It is difficult to get a good infusion 
of tea or coffee. 
The water used in the eity 
of London requires full one fourth more of tea 
or coflee to obtain an infusion of equal strength 
than that obtained in soft water, while the Aa 
vor is decidedly inferior." 
The superior cleansing properties of rain­ 
water are acknowledged by every housekeeper 
who has ever been obliged to do a large wash 
log­ 
in many localities, it is extremely difficult to 
obtain good water from wells. The water may 
be tainted with limo, or alum, or salts, or sui 
phur. 
Or, again, it may be necessary to dig 
wells so deep that they are very ex|»ensive, 
costing often from one to five hundred dol­ 
lars. 
In any locality, however, good and useful 
cisterns may be made, at a cost of twenty to 
fifty dollars, which will give a full supply of 
soft, pure water. 
Some 400 hogsheads of water fall upon the 
roof of a 30-by-40-foot house or barn, this be­ 
ing equal to 25,000 pailfuls at least. 
Allowing 
four pailfuls a day to each animal, this quanti­ 
ty will afford drink for twenty head of cattle 
daily the year round. 
A hogshead contains about 8$ cubic or solid 
feet. 
A cistern two feet two inches square, 
and the same depth, will hold one hogshead; 
one twice that size aud depth will hold eight 
hogsheads; one 8 feet eacli way will hold sixty- 
two hogsheads; and one ten feet each way 
will hold 120 hogsheads. 
A round cistern, 
four feet in diameter and six feet deep, will 
hold over 46 hogsheads of water; one of the 
same diameter, and nine feta deep, will hold 
about 55 hogsheads; one twelve feet deep, 
same diameter. altout 93 hogsheads. 
Generally speaking, the beat place for a cis­ 
tern in a dwelling bouse is iu the cellar; and 
one of brick is preferable, if your cistern is 
above the ground. Good hard bricks should 
be used, and well laid in good cement. 
Mix­ 
tures of one fourth cement to three fourths 
sand will sometimes make Is'tter mortar than 
other qualities of cement with equal propor­ 
tions of both. 
So that it is best to be govern­ 
ed by the working of the material when mix­ 
ed. 
It should be tenacious, slip readily from 
the trowel, and harden quickly. To make 
good cemeiit-mortar, the sand aud cemeut 
should tie thoroughly mixed before any water 
is applied, aud used as soon as is practicable 
after it is wet. 
It la better to have the lower half of the cls- 
Cera-walls eight Inches iii thickness. 
When 
hall way to the required height, the Inner 
course may be dropped. 
The entire inside should be well plastered 
with cement, put on in two coats, one immedi­ 
ately after the other, aud each as thin as pos­ 
sible. 
Where both coats exceed three-eighths 
of an inch in thickness, they are liable to 
crack. 
The last und most particular part of the 
work is to lay the bottom. 
It is absolutely 
necessary that this should be ujkhj a firm 
foundation, w here It cannot possibly Hag, 
If 
the I sit tom lowers the least particle, the cis­ 
tern is worthless, and, nine times out of ten, 
cannot be repaired. 
I have known us many as six successive 
bottoms put in a single cistern; still Hie cis­ 
tern continued to leak, for when tilled to a cer. 
lain height the weight of the water caused the 
bottom to give downward. 
This will, per­ 
haps, account for the mysterious leakage in 
the cisterns of some of jour readers. 
In caw of any cracks in the inside plaster­ 
ing, it is best to apply, with a common white­ 
wash brush, a thick wash of cement and .sand. 
Cement-work should not lie exposed to the 
frost till it is thoroughly hardened, as freezing 
causes the inside plastering to peel oil in 
flakes. 
It is not advisable to let in water for some 
time after the completion of the work; from 
four to six weeks is generally long enough to 
wait. 
In this locality (Massachusetts!, cisterns are 
often dug in the ground, like wells. The ce­ 
ment is laid directly upon the earth at the 
sides and bottom (a brick bottom is sometimes 
put in). 
A ft-w courses— six or eight—of brick should 
be laid in cement around the upper edge, to 
hold up the loose earth, and prevent any pos­ 
sible action of frost. These are cbeu)>er titan 
brick cisterns, take the less room, aud are 
as good if the ground is tough and clayey. 
Nearly every builder has bis pet opinions 
about filtering cisterns. The simplest—and 
one of the best--way is lo build a brick parti­ 
tion wall, same height as the outside waits, 
across the cistern, about two feet from one 
end.

MEETING OF THE I . ION LEAGUE OF 
AMERICA.

C elebration of C orpus C hristi. 
City of Kingston, (Rondout) 
June Sd, 1872. 
Mr. E d ito r:—We Catholics of old Rondout, 
had quite a celebration yesterday. 
The oc­ 
casions were, first, yesterday was the Sunday 
within the octave of the great festival of t or- 
p urn Hr Mi. 
This festival Is celebrated to 
commemorate tile institution of the Holy Sac­ 
rament of the Eucharist aud a1*, of Hie Holy 
Sacrifice of the Moss. 
Some persons may wonder why these t wo 
great institutions, which first of all took place 
several month* before, are again every jear 
commemorated In the latter part of May or 
the beginning of June. 
A few words will suf­ 
fice to explain the reason. 
Three institutions 
were established by I brist, at His Lost .'•up­ 
per, on Holy Thursday, the ev e n in g before 
His Sacred Passion anil Death. 
The Sacri­ 
fice of the Mass and the Holy Sacrament of 
the Altar bring joy to the Catholic heart; but 
Holy Week is in the church a week of sorrow. 
Hence tho church has apjiointed a second 
celebration—Corpus Christ i, which occurs year­ 
ly Nxty-one days after Easter, Hie most joy­ 
ous season of the year, a se av rn of flowers, 
slnglng-birds, green fields and growing crops, 
on which to commemorate the aforesaid in­ 
stitutions. 
The second occasion of yesterday’s celebra­ 
tion was on that day one hundred and thirty 
children received for tho first time Hie Broad 
of Life, viz. their first Communion. 
Ami thirdly the church by a long existing 
custom lias honored Corpus Christi itself or 
tho Sunday coming after with a solemn Pro­ 
cession of the Blessed Sacrament. 
On yester­ 
day this procession took place at our church 
of St. Mary. 
At the half past seven, A. M., o'clock Mass, 
s large number of communicant* approach**! 
the Altar, In honor to Christ utid the Holy 
Sacramento! M s I<ove. 
Al the nine o'clock 
Muss the girls aforementioned received their 
first Communion. 
At half past teu, A. M., 
High Mass was celebrated by Father Mooney, 
a native of Roodoot, now a learned and dis­ 
tinguished Professor of Philosophy in the 
Catholic Provincial Seminary at Troy, N. \ \ 
We must uot forget in this communication 
the part St. Vincent de Paul Society, the 
Temi*eranee, the Children of Mary , the Cbii- 
dreu of the Holy Angels, the Children of the 
Infant Jesus, the St. Aloysius and th,* St. 
Mary's Mutual Benevolent Societies took on 
the occasion. 
They were all distinguished by 
their banners, regalia, badges, Ac. 
The evening service began by the usual cer­ 
emony of vesper*, Rev. Joseph Mooney lieing 
Celebrant aud Father Corley Master of Cere­ 
monies. 
The graud High Altar was gor­ 
geous. 
The paintings, n u t ut**, earn leis bra, 
and vases tilled with flowers aud many other 
decorations which space forbids us to mention, 
came out in bold relief. 
The teni|>orury Altar 
iu the vestibule was also very fine. 
Benedic­ 
tion was first given a t Hie Grand Altar, after 
which a magnificent canopy was carried to 
the railing by the SU Vincent de Paul Society 
under which the Celebrant Father Mooney 
bearing Hie Blessed Sacraun-Dt exposed in an 
os tensor i UM entered. 
The procession ad vamp­ 
ed, cross-bearer taking Hie ieod, accompanied 
by two acolytes carrying lighted tapers, 
after whom went over two hundred g.rls in 
purely white dresses with long flowing white 
veils, each also carrying a lighted tailer; then 
succeeded representatives of the various male 
associations above mentioned, next went over 
a score of young ladles in w hite dresses, white 
veils and crowned withgailund# of flowers, 
with baskets in their banus sirewing Hie most 
rare aud fragrant flowers along Hie path over 
which Hie God-Man Christ was passing in His 
Holy Sacrament of the Eucharist, to bring to 
our remembrance the circumstance when 
Christ entered Jerusalem, five day* before He 
suffered for mankind on the cross, woen the 
Jews one and ail strewed boughs of trees and 
even their own garments ou the road over 
which the Son of David passed. 
Then suc­ 
ceeded the choir singing joyous anthems, the 
Pange lingua," Ae. 
Next two beys with 
thuribles, fire and incense representing the 
Ango! “ That stand* before tho Altar having 
a golden censer aud thoro was given to bim 
much incense, that he should offer of tho 
prayers of all the h lint* uiion the golden Al­ 
tar, which is before the throne of God. 
Aud 
tne smoke of th# incense of the prayer# of the 
saints ascended up before God from the baud 
of the Angel.” Ap. or Rev. VHI. 3, 4, Ac.— 
Lastly the Celebrant, bearing the Blessed Sac­ 
rament, advanced solemnly until arriving at 
the temjHirary Altar already mentioned, when 
was again giver, the Beuodictien of Ute Blessed 
Sacrament. 
After which the procession went 
out of the Church through Hie grave yard and 
returned, every one kneeling as tho Host 
passed, with bats oft adoring their God in tho 
Blessed Sacrament of the Altar, 
Finally Ben­ 
ediction of tbs Blessed Sacrament was given 
again at the Grand .U ur, endiug the ceremo­ 
nies of that ever to bo reniemiieivd celebration 
of Juno 2d, 1«72.
